DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to correspondence filed May 23, 201 1 in 
reference to application 10/735,894. Claims 1-3 and 12-15, are pending and have been 
examined. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed May 23, 201 1 has been accepted and considered in this 
office action. Claims 6, 9, 18, and 19 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -3 and 1 2-1 5 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

4. The prior art of record, Park and Andrew, do to teach or suggest, alone or in 
combination, the limitations of "coding the K quantized samples in units of K-bit sized 
symbols in consideration of a bit range allowed in each of the plurality of layers 
corresponding to the samples in order from a symbol formed with MSB bits down to a 
symbol formed with LSB bits by obtaining a scalar value I corresponding to the symbol 
and performing Huffman-coding by referring to the K-bit binary data, the obtained scalar 
value, and a scalar value corresponding to a symbol higher than a current symbol on 
the bit plane." When combined with the other limitations of the claim. 
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5. Claims 2 and 3 are dependent on and further limit claim 1 and therefore are 
allowable as well. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

6. Claim 12 contains similar allowable limitations as claim 1 , and is therefore 
allowable as well.
